Foreign  iraoe  Developments 

U.S.  agricultural  exports  for  Fiscal  Year  1981  are  forecast  at  a  recoro 
$48.5  pillion,  ^u  percent  above  me  previous  year.  Associate  FAS 
Administrator  Thomas  R.  Saylor  in  maKing  this  forecast  at  the  1981 
Agricultural  Outlook  Conference  said,  "Price  will  be  the  principal  factor 
in  tne  increase,  but  we  expect  further  growtn  in  volume  of  about  4  percent 
to  aoout  170  million  tons...  Jr\e   result  will  be  a  $7  billion  increase  in 
the  U.S.  agricultural  trade  surplus  to  about  $30  billion.  This  will  be 
enough  tu  ofrset  probably  about  one-naif  of  our  petroleum  import  bill.

Agricultural  Service  will  sponsor  an  exhibit  at  tne  83rd  Fiera  Agricola  in

countries.   Total  exhibitors  at  tne  l^aO  fair  were  1,858  including  363  from 
25  countries.

exhibitor  solicitation  is  being  coordinated  by   the  Agricultural  Officer  at 
the  American  Consulate  General  in  Milan,  italy.
